stir in o ne-half cu p o f sago ; co o k five 
m inu tes and stir all the tim e; sweeten 
to taste. 
Po u r in fru it dish, pu t in ice 
bo x . 
W hen co ld serve with milk o r 
cream. 
Jellied C hicken—Allo w jelly to co o l 
in a ring mo u ld. W hen ready to serve 
tu rn o u t and fill the centre with a 
salad m ade o f celery , cu cu m bers, ana 
radishes cu t u p in small pieces and 
tho ro u ghly mix ed with m ay o nnaise.

PERM AXE NT SOIL IMPROVEMENT 
At tHe last annual m eeting of th e 
Pennsylvania State 
Board 
of Agri­ 
culture Prof. Hopkins, of th e Illinois 
Station, delivered an address otf th e 
subject “System s of Perm anent Soil 
Im provem ent vs. Land Ruin.” 
Prof. 
Hopkins figures th at two and ono- 
th ird billion dollars’ w orth of m anure, 
Is m ade by th e farm anim als of th is 
country every year and th at one-th ird 
of it is wasted. 
Th e value of th e 
commercial fertilizer bough t Is sev­ 
enty-five million dollars, or forty per 
cent, of th e am ount wasted in farm 
m anure. 
Th e value of any fertilizer 
Is computed in two ways: First, ch em ­ 
ically, by th e m arket cost of its con­ 
stituents; second, by applying to th e 
land and computing from th e increase 
Id crops. 
In grain crops two-th irds 
of th e nitrogen, th ree-fourth s of th e 
ph osph orus and one-fourth of th e po- 
tasslum is in th e grain, th e rest in 
th e stalk. W’h ere crops are fed on th e 
farm and th e m anure 
is 
returned 
th ree-fourth s of th e nitrogen, th ree- 
fourth s of th e ph osph orus and nearly 
all of th e potassium will be retained 
In th e m anure. 
Th e value of th e 
m anure depends to a large extent on 
th e amount of exposure it h as; a few 
weeks’ exposure will take out one-h alf 
of th e nitrogen and potassium. Grow­ 
ing anim als and dairy 
cows 
retain 
more of th e nitrogen of th eir food 
th an m ature anim als, or such anim als 
^ as w ork h orse s. 
Th e value of th e 
m anure depends upon th e constituents 
of th e food consumed by th e animal.

A m i^s of bran is always beneficial 
to fowls. 
Bran contains m ineral m at­ 
ter of th e kinds m ost needed. It con­ 
tains m ore ph osph ates th an ground 
grain and is found a good regulator 
of th e bowels. Th is is m ore especial­ 
ly true wh en a little linseed meal is 
given with th e mash . In warm w eath ­ 
er m ash es are not so necessary , h ence 
th ey sh ould not be fed so often, say 
th ree tim es per week. 
In feeding a 
m ash of th is kind it is well to feed 
eith er in trough s or on clean boards, 
or It can be fed sprinkled on dried 
vegetables or cooked potatoes. 
Ex­ 
perience h as taugh t us th at grain is 
not so necessary in sum m er wh en 
bran is fed, if th e fowls h ave a large 
range. 
In warm w’eath er but very 
little grain will be found necessary 
except at molting tim e wh en it is 
m ost necessary. Dry bran h as a place 
in th e poultry yard”, and will take 
th e place of grain for ^summer if it 
can be fed In an appetizing m anner.

The banks make a pradke of gather­ 
ing it up for the accommodation of 
customers about to travel or who wish 
to forward remittances In the m?ll& 
When this grent demand suddenly 
arose cashiers were puzzled to meet It, 
The revelations nwide b^ore 
San 
Francisco’s grand jury as a reault of 
the work of Francis J . Heney and Se­ 
cret Service Agent WUlIam J . Bums 
have furnished the solution of 
the 
mystery. 
"Bring me the money In currency," 
was the command of Boss Ruef to the 
bribe givers. 
The grafting to which Ruef has con­ 
fessed amounted to about $1,000,000 
within a year, and in the light of his 
testimony the drain on the banks Is 
easily explained. 
Ruef Invariably In­ 
sisted that the boodle money ahould 
be paper.

them in heaps of small paper money. 
The drcirmstance that the

company had clamored for currency 
and had received large quantltlea of 
small bills was an important link for 
the prosecutors.

helped 
the 
Sail 
Frandsco 
boodlers In the secrecy of their crimes. 
It is not to be inferred that they would 
have shunned gold, silver, copper or 
anything In fact, according to the tes­ 
timony that has been gtmi, but the 
fact remains that currency Is a con­ 
venience to the boodler.

Phywlelan* Declare Them Renponsl- 
hle for SprendliiK Di«ea»e. 
If Chicago people had stayed at home 
du ring their vacations this su mmer and 
drank good lak e water, the health de­ 
partm ent wou ld not be coping with nearly 
cases of typhoid, as is the case at 
pres-u t. 
This is the conclu sion of tlie 
health officers, who have made an exhau s­ 
tive investig.itlon of the situ ation, 
lliey 
wondered what was cau sing so mu ch ty­ 
phoid, as the city itself is healthy enou gh. 
Calling for facts from attending physi; 
cians. tbe gu ardians of Chicago’s sanitary 
welfare fou nd that 51.0 per cent of the 
total nu mber of typhoid were contracted 
ou tside the city. 
This figu ring was made 
on the basis of k nown cases. There may 
be many other cases in the city for all 
the Board of Health k nows, as a nu mber 
of otherwise carefu l doctors have a habit 
of k eeping the news to themselves when 
they are treating a dis!\ase which shou ld 
be re porte d to the departmeu t. The nu m­ 
ber of tyjdioid cnsfs directly traceable to 
the ou tside vacation habit is mu ch larger 
than last year, when the percentage was 
placed at 3.3. 
^

wliich many a resort 
prospectu s 
tells 
abou t is goad enou gh to swim in, bu t the 
Chicago health department wou ld advise 
the seek er after cou ntry joys to tak e 
along a ca-^k of the real thing tak en from 
Lak e Miehigaii for drink ing pu rposes. The 
doctors think some way that a man is 
more apt to tak *' typhoid when traveling 
than when at Imnie attending to his bu si­ 
ness. 
They do not wish to l>e u nderstood 
as “k nock ing” on the vacation habit, of 
cou rse. 
Tliey merely want to warn peo­ 
ple so that vacations may be tak en on 
an intelligent basis.

Has Fair at Watertown. 
At the W estern Hosp ital for the In­ 
sane the sup erintendent has created 
liv ely interest In his farm, both 
in the community and among his 
p atients, by holding an annual fair 
which will take p lace this month. At 
this fair they hav e on exhibition the 
p roducts of the farm and garden by 
p atient and p aid labor. 
This farm 
has been Increased In size from 380 
to 540 acres, the additional quarter 
section hav ing been p urchased this 
year. The total p roducts of the farm 
last year were v alued at $ 16,323.56 
Of this amount p roducts worth $ 12, 
766.17 were consumed In the hosp ital 
At the Central Hosp ital for Insane 
Jacksonv ille, the total p roducts of the 
farm were v alued at $ 9,817.27. 
The 
farm consists of 343 acres. 
Perhap s the least p romising of the 
state farms is that of the General 
Hosp ital for the Insane, Bartoav llle. 
It consists of 160 acres of land, only 
55 of which are tillable, the remainder 
being swamp y. 
Yet the sup erintend­ 
ent last year succeeded in raising 
p roducts worth $ 7.792.41. The largest

rasp berry 
v ines. 
At the Illinois State Reformatory, 
Pontiac, the v alue of the p roducts of 
the farm is estimated a t $ 19,000 p er 
year. 
It consists of 276 acres owned 
by the state and 340 acres leased land. 
Of this 500 acres are under cultiv ation. 
Some of the p roducts raised last year 
were as follows: Corn, 9,900 bu.; oats, 
6,524 bu.; musk melons, 10,607; milk, 
11,973 gals.; cabbage, 30,085 heads; 
lettuce, 11,283 heads; onions, 41,244; 
radishes, 76,608. 
Wards Do the Work. 
The work on the institution farm 
almost without excep tion Is done by 
the state’s wards. For a long time it 
was not deemed adv isable to require 
tbe wards of the state to work. Now 
efforts are being made to hav e all of 
the work done by th% state’s wards, as 
their emp loyment Is regarded as bene­ 
ficial to them. 
Recently the state 
board of charities came to the sup p ort 
of the civ il serv ice commission in its 
efforts to Increase the 
number of 
wards emp loyed on the farms and 
has made the following redmimenda- 
tion: 
“Emp loyment, recreation and amuse­ 
ment are necessary factors In the 
medical admffiistration of a hosp ital 
for the insane. 
The same elements 
of life that are necessary for mentally 
normal p ersons are neceskary for the 
mentally 
unbalanced. 
Emp loyment, 
recreation and amusement should be 
p rescribed by a p hysician, when p a­ 
tients need them, just as water treat­ 
ment or medicine is p rescribed. 
“The chronic insane because of de­ 
generating brain p ewer are able to 
do v ery little or no Intellectual work, 
but they are cap able of learning tbe 
manual arts. 
In fact this industrial 
re-education can be carried to such a 
p oint of jierfection as to make it p os­ 
sible for many of the p atients now 
c h a r g e s up on the state to return to the 
home and find light emp loyment and 
make money to sup iwrt themselv es, or 
at least aid in their sup p ort.” 
Gov . Dtmeen also recommended to 
the sup erintendents some time ago 
that they p lace their farmers in com­ 
munication with the Univ ersity of Ag­ 
riculture and hav e them Instructed in 
the latest and most imp rov ed meth­ 
ods of farming. While the farms are 
p roductiv e, it 1s felt by adop tion of 
Intensiv e farming, that they may be 
made more so and certainly mote 
beneficial to the -miortunates who 
hav e come^tinder the state’s care.

TO LOOSEN STOPPERS. 
There are several way s of loosen­ 
ing the glass stop p ers of bottles or 
decanters.
